Incursions have been made into 


American territory, depredations and 
murders have taken place on Ameri- 
can soil, American garrisons have been 
attacked at night and American sol- 
diers killed and their property and 
horses stolen. American ranches have 
been raided 
and 
American 
trains 


wrecked and plundered, murders "char- 
acterized by ruthless brutality and un- 
civilized acts of mutilation" have been 
perpetrated. 
Representations 
have 


been made to stop these outrages to 
no effect. 
Towns in northern Mexico 


have not only harbored the perpetra- 
tors, but "so far has the Indifference of 
the de facto government gone that 
some of these leaders have received 
not only the protection of the Mexi- 
can government, but encouragement 
and aid as well."

HOT JABS FROM NOTE 


OF U.S. TO CARRANZA 


In these attacks (on specified Ameri- 


can towns) on American territory Car- 
ranzista adherents, and even Carran- 
zista soldiers, took part In the looting, 
burning and killing. 


Since these attacks leaders of the 


bandits, well known to both the Mexi- 
can civil and military authorities, as 
well as to American officers, have been 
enjoying with impunity the liberty of 
the towns of northern Mexico. 


On January 10 a train was stopped 


by Villa bandits and 18 of the Ameri- 
can party were stripped of their cloth- 
ing and shot In cold blood, in what is 
now known as the "Santa Ysabel mas- 
sacre." 


Within a month after this barbarous 


slaughter of inoffensive Americans it 
was notorious that Villa was operating 
within twenty miles of Cusihuiriachie, 
and publicly stated that his purpose 
was to destroy American lives and 
property. 


After murdering, burning and plun- 


dering, Villa and his bandits, fleeing 
south, passed within sight of the Car- 
ranzista 
military 
post 
at 
Cacas 


Grandes, and no effort was made to 
stop him by the officers and garrison 
of the de facto government stationed 
there. 


While this government would deeply 


regret such a result, it cannot recede 
from its settled determination to main- 
tain its national rights and to perform 
its full duty in preventing further in- 
vasions of the territory of the United 
States and in removing the peril which 
Americans 
along 
the 
international 


boundary have borne so long with pa- 
tience and forbearance. 


I am reluctant to be forced to the 


conclusion which might be drawn from 
the circumstances, that the de facto 
government, in spite of the crimes com- 
mitted and the sinister designs of Villa 
and his followers, did not and does not 
now intend or desire that these out- 
laws should be captured, destroyed or 
dispersed by American troops or, at 
the request of this government, by 
Mexican troops. 


If a denial is needed that this gov- 


ernment has had ulterior and improper 
motives in its diplomatic representa- 
tions, or has countenanced the activi- 
ties of American sympathizers and the 
American press opposed to the de facto 
government, I am glad most emphati- 
cally to deny it. It is, however, a mat- 
ter of common knowledge that the 
Mexican press has been more active 
than the press in the United States in 
endeavoring to inflame the two peoples

Allowed Villa to Escape. 


Taking up the operations of Villa, 


the note charges that Villa was per- 
mitted to remain for days in the vi- 
cinity of Cusi unattacked, that his 
progress toward the American border 
•was unimpeded by a single Carranza 
soldier, culminating in the attack on 
Columbus. The note charges that no 
effort was made by Carranzn to stop 
Villa's flight, although, in his retreat 
he passed within sight of the Carran- 
za garrison at Casas Grandes. 


Declaring that this government had 


no recourse but to run Villa down, the 
note charges that the "co-operation or 
assistance in the field" which General 
Carranza promised the punitive ex- 
pedition has never been forthcoming. 
It charges that the Cnrranza soldiers, 
In an attack on United States troops 
at Parral, "arrayed 
themselves on 


the side of outlawry and became in 
effect the protectors of Villa and his 
bandits." 


The next indictment of Carranza 


lies In the charge that his attempt to 
block 
the American expedition by 


negotiation was directed "to the form 
and nature of the agreement rather 
than the practical object," that his 
sole endeavor was "to Impede the 
progress of the American troops rath- 
er than to place obstacles in the way 
of the escape of the outlaws."

The promises of Carrnnxa to redis- 


tribute his troops and to pursue ban- 
dits has been so badly kept that this 
government has been forced to the 
"reluctant conclusion that the de faeto 
government did not. and does not now, 
intend or desire that these outlaws 
should be captured, destroyed or dis- 
persed bv American troops, or, nt the 
request of this government, by Mexi- 
can troops." 


The note accepts the statement of 


Carranza that he gave orders to Gen- 
eral Ohregon to notify this govern- 
ment that no furl her punitive expedi- 
tions would lie permitted to enter Mex- 
ico unopposed, but denies that Ohre- 
gon evpr delivered the ultimatum. 


Cnrrnnza's charge that this govern- 


ment has not acted in sood faith to- 
ward the dp faeto government in Mex- 
ico, but has hindered it in a restora- 
tion of order in Mexico is not only 
denied, but evidence is offered in sup- 
port of a countercharge of absolute 
had faith by the de facto government 
in all its recent dealings with this 
government-. 
The announcement is 


made that until subordinate command- 
ers of the Mexican government cease 
to "menace American troops" at their 
commands and co-operate with them 
in good faith this government "will not 
permit munitions of war or machin- 
ery for their manufacture to he ex- 
ported from this country to Mexico." 


Admitting that the punitive expedi- 


tion crossed into Mexico "wtihout no- 
tice to or the consent of" the Mexican 
government, this government reiter- 
ates Its good fnlth in the promises 
made In connection with that expedi- 
tion, cites at length numerous in- 
stances of bad faith on the part of 
Mexico in action and 
negotiations

nrchy throughout Chihuahua, and as- 
serts that it will neither withdraw the 
army nor "prevent its entry again"

The charge is conveyed to Carrnnza 


that by reason of his attitude toward 
bandits he is not discharging Mexico's 
duty toward the protection of life and 
property, "and governments neglecting 
or failing to perform it are not worthy 
of the name." It also asserts that if 
reasonable excuse exists for Mexico's 
failure to discharge this obligation, it 
thereby "makes stronger the duty of 
the United States." 


In conclusion the note declines the 


Mexican invitation to withdraw Amer- 
ican troops for the reasons given, in- 
vites Mexico to assume and exercise 
the responsibility which this govern- 
ment now feels compelled to assume, 
hut adds that If Mexico persists In 
ignoring this obligation or undertakes 
to repel or hinder the American puni- 
tive expedition by attacks, only "the 
gravest consequences" will ensue.

the quota of Wisconsin troops required 
for national service may be promptly 
filed and thereafter maintained and 
to the further end in place of those 
who go forth there may be organized, 
drilled and disciplined fresh troops to 
serve the state and the nation if they 
shall be also called forth.

The proclamation

It reads as follows: 


To the People of Wisconsin: 


National emergencies occur when it 


is 1-iwful for the President to call forth 
to federal service the militia of the 
several states. 
He alone and exclu- 


sively has the power to determine 
when the exigency for such calling 
forth has arisen. 


By order, dated Juno IS, 191G, the 


President of the United States has 
called forth the. Wisconsin National 
guard to the number of one brigade 
for three regiments oE infantry, one 
troop of cavalry, one battery, field ar- 
tillerv and one field hospital. 


His call is tho call of the nation 


and as such I transmit it to the Na- 
tional guard of Wisconsin. 


And 1 call not only upon those who 


are bound by enlistment to serve the 
state, but upon all other people of 
Wisconsin that by their aid and en- 
couragement, as in previous years, 
the Quota of Wisconsin troops required 
for national service may be promptly 
filed and thereafter maintained and 
to the further end in place of those 
who go forth there may be organized, 
drilled and disciplined fresh troops to 
serve the state and the nation if they 
shall be also called forth.

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BIRD VIOLATES UNION RULES 


Martin Works Sixteen Hours a Day 


in Labor That Greatly Benefits 


the Farmer. 


Union hours do not bother the mat- 


tin. 
He will spend as many as 36 


hours a day working as a farmhand 
He doesn't pitch hay, or harvest oats, 
but he does something almost as valu- 
able—destroys harmful beetles. Since 
he always establishes himself in col- 
onies, you can see why the farmer 
would wish him to settle in his neigh- 
borhood. He is a member of the swal- 
low tribe. 


So the farmer who wants to invite 


these birds puts up colony houses for 
them. 
Instead of one-roomed tene- 


ments, like those erected for the wren 
and the bluebird, the martin wants a 
aotel, with as many rooms as the 
landlord wants to provide. 


The birds, which arrive here about 


April 5, will return to one" of these 
houses year after year. Formerly they 
were more numerous than now—the 
English sparrow drove many away. 
About the middle of August the mar- 
tin gathers .his relatives and friends 
n a flock and starts south again. 


The martin's feeding ground covers 
territory within a. radius of thre« 


miles from his home. • With 200 or 300 
lirds feeding 16 hours a day over this 
;erritory—do you wonder that tha 
armer appreciates tha purple martin'/

We have created :i federal trade 


commission to accommodate the

industry encouraged. Fair competition 
iu business is now assured. 


We have effected an adjustment of 


the tariff, adequate for revenue under 
peace eonditions, and fair to the con- 
sumer and to the producer. 
We have 


adjusted The burdens of taxation so 
that swollen incomes bear their equit- 
able share. 
Our revenues have been 


siidicient in times of world stress and 
will largely exceed the expenditures 
for the current fiscal year. 


Claims Aid to Labor. 


"We have lifted human labor from 


the category of commodities and have 
secured to tho workingman the right 
of voluntary association for his protec- 
tion ami welfare. 
We have protected 


the rights of the laborer against the 
unwarranted issuance of writs of in- 
junction, and have guaranteed to him 
the right of trial by jury in cases of 
alleged contempt outside the presence 
of the court. 


We have advanced the parcel post to 


genuine efficiency, enlarged the postal 
savings system, added 10,000 rural de- 
livery 
routes and 
extensions, thus 


reaching 2,500,000 additional people, 
improved Uie postal service in every 
branch, and for the first time In our 
history placed the post office system 
on a self-supporting basis, with actual 
surplus in 1013, 1914 and 
1910. 


TARIFF. 


We reaffirm our belief in tho doc- 


trine of a tariff for the purpose, of 
providing sufficient revenue for the op- 
eration of the government economical- 
ly administered, and unreservedly in- 
dorse the Underwood tariff law a.s 
truly exemplifying that doctrine.

"Slaked lime, if it can be had at 


less cost than ground limestone, and 
if in condition to spread well, is en- 
tirely satisfactory for correcting acid- 
ity in sour soils."

partment at the Experiment Station 
to numerous inquiries as to which of 
the two is the better. Outside of the 
cost, the relative value and merits 
of these two forms of 'lime depends 
on their dryness or fineness, for these 
laclors influence the readiness! with 
which the lime can be spread on the 
land. 


Chemically, slaked lime is practP 


cally the same as the limestone un- 
less it is slaked only enough lo make 
it unfit for masons use. 
In such 


ease, it may still be quite caustic and 
have many 'iump». 
Caustic lime is 


neaily 
twice as 
effective 
as 
the 


giouml 
limestone 
In 
neutralizing 


acidity pound for pound, but it costs 
more and it is much harder to dis- 
tribute because of the lumps, al least, 
must be water slaked. 
For these 


reasons, lhe ground limestone is us- 
ually preferable when it can be had 
at a Reasonable price. 


In regard to the crops fo rwhich 


lime Is applied, one caution especial- 
iy must be observed, and that is, not 
to put caustic lime on land that is 
to be planted lo potatoes the first 
year.

chandise from the mail order houses. 
The advantage of trading at the home 
shops was made p'iain, and now a 
word on the subject of home trade 
as a duty. As a matter of fact, it is 
u duty that every citien with the wel- 
fare of hie particular community at 
heart owes to that community. Prob- 
he himself is obliged to earn his 
living in that town. If so, no argu- 
ments should be needed to convinc 
him that home trade is so much hi 
duty that if he is a patron of the mai 
order houses instead he does no 
deserve, a livelihood from the patron 
age of his neighbors. 


Take a man who earns his breac 


and butter in another town or city 
In spite of that, fact, it is his duty 
too, 
to patronie the home stores 


They are doing business where h 
lias established his home, where h 
casts his vote at election time and 
where his children are going to 
school. He inmost certainly owes tba 
town something besides his taxes. 


Of course .fair treatment by the 


storekeeper should be expected, and 
usually he is shrewd enough to ac 
curd it. 
On the other hand, the 


thousands who to their sorrow have 
bought "a pig in a bag" from a mai 
order house know that "distanct 
lends enchantment—to the view the 
mail order house takes of the matter 
A homo merchant cannot very well 
go boJiind his announcements in the 
local papers, while the mail ordci 
houses "can and do make all kinds of 
offers in their city papers, knowing 
fuH well the best satisfaction a de- 
frauded customer In a remote town 
can get is to write a letter of protest, 
which goes into the waste basket. 


This digression from the subject of 


home trade, as a duty is merely to call 
attention to the fact that there ai 
more spurious bargains advertised by 
the mail order houses than genuine 
ones. 


Home trade as a duty ought to be 


a town slogan. 
It should be prac- 


ticed and preached by every man and 
woman identified with the best in- 
terests of the town they call their 
home.

It so happened that ha 
fell under the command of a general 
who had graduated in the engineer 
corps at West Point, had been sent 
abroad during the Crimean war to 
observe the strategy of European ar- 
mies and had written a report which 
had caused him six years later to be 
picked out for one of the great com- 
manders of the war between the states. 
In short, he was at the npex of the 
pyramid of military intelligence, while 
Johnny was one of the many thou- 
sands who formed the base. 


The force that Johnny served with 


formed the extreme of the right wing 
of an army whose commander was 
anxious to advance, but a fort so situ- 
ated in a pocket In the hills that it 
was difficult to take was delaying him, 
for it is a military principle that an 
army must not leave a fortification in 
Its rear. 
The scientific soldier who 


commanded this wing was approach- 
ing the fortification in accordance with 
the principles of military engineering— 
In other words, by zigzag trendies. 
The only objection to this plan of re- 
ducing the fort was that it took a lot 
of time and delayed an army of 70,000 
men from advancing. Meanwhile the 
men who composed the army were 
costing the government immense sums 
of money, were dying of camp fever 
and were getting generally demoral- 
ized.

Lighting a 
match, he saw that it was inclined and 
about ten feet high, but he thought he 
could climb it and he did. At the top 
he laid his hands on something that 
felt like a log. By feeling along it he 
found that it was a log. Vaulting over 
It, he proceeded along the top of the 
dirt wall, which was some eight feet 
thick, and came to another log. In this 
way he discovered a number of logs 
side by side on top of the dirt wall. 


Hearing a storm of snores below him, 


he concluded that they might come 
from Confederates, and concluded to 
retrace his steps. Sliding down the in- 
cline, he was groping his way back, as 
he supposed, over the same route by 
which he had come, when suddenly he 
dropped into a trench, falling on sev- 
eral sleeping men.

pearance among them, stating that he 
was likely a spy from the fort who 
had lost his bearings and fallen into a 
trap. The result was that the young 
man was sent to the rear in care of an 
officer, who was directed to turn him 
In as a captured spy. 


In the morning Johnny's capture 


was reported to the general and after 
breakfast a staff officer was sent to 
bring him to headquarters. 
When 


Johnny appeared the general began to 
question him. 


"Who are you?" 
John Hunker, of Company B, —th 


Ohio." 


The general sent for the captain of 


Company B and went on with his ques- 
tioning. He asked Johnny how he hap- 
pened to be out among the trenches at 
night, and Johnny told the story. 
When he came to the dirt wall, as he 
called It, and the logs the general 
pricked up his ears. He asked Johnny 
how many men he had heard snoring, 
and Johnny replied, "A hull lot" 
On 


being asked what he meant by "a hull 
lot" Johnny explained, "There must 
'a' been four or five of 'em." 


While the questioning was going on 


Johnny's captain came in and identi- 
fied him, as a private in his command. 
He was very severe in his manner tp 
th,e culprit, being mortified that one of 
his men should have been caught in 
such a breach of discipline. 


Within half an hour after the Inter- 


view between Johnny and his com- 
mander the right wing of the army 
was drawn up in line of battle and an 
order given to march upon the fort 
When the men reached it they clam- 
bered up the sides to the parapet, as 
Johnny had done the night before, 
without drawing a single shot They 
found that what he had supposed.to be 
a row Oi logs were Quaker guns—that 
Is, logs shaped to represent cannon. A 
few lean Confederates in butternut 
were seen clambering up the hillside. 
They had been in charge of the fort 
and kept the guns from falling off their 
supports. 


The commanding general was in- 


formed that a scout had discovered 
that the fort was practically deserted. 
The commander of the right wing was 
promoted, and the army advanced. 


As for Johnny, he was killed during 


the campaign that followed and never 
knew that he had informed one of the 
most scientific strategists In the army 
that he was besieging a deserted fort. 
Perhaps it was as well, since the gen- 
eral emerged from the war with great 
honors, and it would be a pity if It naff 
been known that a stupid clodhopper 
had been at the bottom of his rise.

army must not leave a fortification iu 
Its rear. 
The scientific soldier who 


commanded this wing was approach- 
Ing the fortification. In accordance with 
the principles of military engineering— 
In other words, by zigzag trenches. 
The only objection to this plan of re- 
ducing the fort was that it too!;: a lot 
of time and delayed an army of 70,000 
men from advancing. 
Meanwhile the 


men who composed the army were 
costing the government immense sums 
of money, were dying of camp fever 
and were getting generally demoral- 
ized. 


Johnny Hunker, who didn't know 


enough about military matters to keep 
himself In camp unless permitted to go 
elsewhere, one night, feeling restless, 
stole out without waking his tent 
mates, evaded the camp guard and 
wandered away. 
He was too stupid 


to avoid going In the direction of the 
enemy, and while men were crouching 
In the trenches he was stumbling aloug 
In the dark toward the fortification 
they were trying to dig out Presently 
he cnme to a dirt wall: 
Lighting a 


match, he saw that It was inclined and 
about ten feet high, but he thought he 
could climb It and he did. At the top 
he laid his hands on something that 
felt like a log. By feeling along it he 
found that It was a log. Vaulting over 
It, he proceeded along the top of the 
dirt wall, which was some eight feet 
thick, and came to another log. In this 
way lie discovered a number of logs 
side by side on top of the dirt wall. 


Hearing n storm of snores below Mm, 


he concluded that they might come 
from Confederates, and concluded to 
retrace his steps. Sliding down the In- 
cline, he was groping his way back, as 
he supposed, over the same route by 
which he had come, when suddenly he 
dropped into a trench, falling on sev- 
eral sleeping men. 


Angry at being disturbed in. their 


slumbers, they reported? Johnny's ap- 
pearance among them, stating that ne 
was likely a spy from the fort who 
had lost his bearings and fallen into_a 
trap. The result was that the young 
man was sent to the rear In care of an 
officer, who was directed to turn htm 
In as a captured spy. 


In the morning Johnny's capture 


was reported to the general and after 
breakfast a staff officer was sent to 
bring him to headquarters. 
When 


Johnny appeared the general began to 
question him. 


"Who are you?" 
John Hunker, of Company B, —tli 


Ohio." 


The general sent for the captain of 


Company B and went on with his ques- 
tioning. He asked Johnny how he hap- 
pened to be out among the trenches at 
night, and Johnny told the story. 
"When he came to the dirt wall, as he 
called It, and the logs the general 
pricked up his ears. He asked Johnny 
how many men he had heard snoring, 
and Johnny replied, "A hull lot" On 
being asked what he meant by "a hull 
lot" Johnny explained, "There must 
'a' been four or five of 'em." 


While the questioning was going on 


Johnny's captain came in and identi- 
fied him as a private In his command. 
He was very severe in Ms manner tp 
th,e culprit, being mortified that one of 
his men should have been caught in 
such a breach of discipline. 


Within half an hour after the Inter- 


view between Johnny and his com- 
mander the right' wing of the army 
,was drawn up In line of battle and an 
order given to march upon the fort 
When the men reached It they clam- 
bered up the sides to the parapet, B.B 
Johnny had done the night before, 
without drawing- a single shot They 
found that what he had supposed-to be 
a row oi logs were Quaker guns—that 
Is, logs shaped to represent cannon. A 
few lean Confederates .in butternut 
were seen clambering up the hillside. 
They had been iu charge of the fort 
and kept the guns from falling off their 
supports. 


The commanding general was In- 


formed that a scout had discovered 
that the fort was practically deserted. 
The commander of the right wing was 
promoted, and the army advanced. 


As for Johnny, he was killed during 


the campaign that followed and never 
knew that he had informed one of the 
most scientific strategists in the army 
that he was besieging a deserted fort. 
Perhaps It was as well, since the gen- 
eral emerged from the war with great 
honors, and It would be a pity If it had' 
been known'that a stupid clodhopper 
had beea at the bottom of his rise.

Stories of the Greatest

Early in the month of January, 1S84, 


I was suddenly called to the offlce of 
Capt. C. G. Warner, who was then 
general auditor for the Gould railway 
system, whose chief special agent I 
thf'i) was.

It wai the outlet 


for one cf the largest cotton produe- 
in-c di.-tricts of the state 
For this 


reason the eastern cotton buyers and 
cotton mill owners were represented 
by asents here. These agents were 
really brokers. It was their practice, 
as loon as they had purchased cotton, 
to Iiav-n it Delivered at once to the rail- 
way company for shipment, \\lien they 
would receive from the railway com- 
pany's agent a bill of lading, totting 
forth the number and weight of each 
bale 
This bill of lading, when signed 


by the railway agent, was negotiable 
at any bank in the cotton producing 
district. 
The bank would take the 


bill of lading, allowing tho depositor 
90 per cent cash on the face value, 
anrt would hold 10 per cent back until 
the exact value of the cotton had been 
ascertained 


I left for Sherman on the first train, 


and found Mr Finby at that 
point. 


He Informed me that the company's 
agent in charge at Sherman had left 
there on the preceding Saturday night, 
saying that he v.as golug to take a 
run down to Galveston on personal 
business and expected to return on 
Uio following Holiday. 
It then bein;: 


Wednesday, and the man not having 
returned. Mr. Finby had become sus- 
picious and hart wired to headquar- 
ters, with the result Indicated above. 


I spent several days at Sherman, 


making inquiries about the missing 
agent. 
Meanwhile telegraphic mes- 


sages of inquiry were pouring in from 
New York, Philadelphia, Fall River 
and Providence, from persons 
who 


had purchased and paid 
for 
large 


quantities of cotton, the total value 
aggregating $121,000, and they wanted 
to know why they had not received it. 
If the cotton had been diverted from 
its destination and stolen, the railway 
company would be responsible for the 
loss. 


After ten days' 
Investigation 
at 


Sherman, I became convinced 
that 


three other men were connected in 
the swindle with the missing agent. 
These may be known as No. 1, No 2, 
No. 3, No. 4 standing for the agent. 
The swindle had been perpetrated in 
this way: The bills of lading bad been 
signed by the agent in 
blank 
and 


turned 
over 
to 
a confederate in 


blocks. 
This confederate had 
then 


filled out each blank 
for 
various 


numbers of bales of cotton, setting 
forth the number of bales and the 
weight of each bale in the regular 
way. 
He then turned the bills of lad- 


ing thus prepared by him over to a 
second confederate, a cotton buyer, 
who placed these bills 
in 
various 


banks at Sherman, Dallas and other 
Texas towns, drawing cash for the 
face value, leas 10 per cent. 


I succeeded in locating the family 


and friends of the missing agent (Xo. 
4), and also learned that No 1 had a 
brother living in New Orleans. I de- 
termined to go to that city and quiet- 
ly investigate this brother, 
in 
the 


hope of discovering where No. 1 was 
staying. 
I telegraphed to my offlce 


in St. Louis for George W. Herbert, 
one of rny assistants, directing him to 
meet me in New Orleans, which he 
did. 


The brother of No. 1 was fount! in 


New Orleans without any 
difficulty, 


and there was reason to believe that 
No. 1's wife might be staying with the 
brother and his family in the rather 
pretentious mansion which they oc- 
cupied. 
For some three weeks the 


house was assiduously watched, Her- 
bert and I taking turns of eight hours 
each. This was one of the most diffi- 
cult tasks that I have 
ever under- 


taken. I was well known to the New 
Orleans police, who would, no doubt, 
have rendered me valuable aid, but 
if I had been recognized I would have 
had to explain to them my presence 
in that city, and, owing to the influ- 
ential position which the brother of 
No. 1 held, the news of my presence 
might have leaked out and given the 
man whom I sought the alarm. 


Many amusing incidents occurred 


during this vigil. One morning, after 
we had been 
on watch 
for sev- 


eral days, I hit upon a plan to flnd 
whether there were any women in the 
house, hoping to discover the wife of 
No. 1 among them.

same performance, repeated on sev- 
eral mornings, produced a similar re- 
sult.

It of strolling each morning from his 
house to the post office, 
where

usually mailed several letters. 
He 


always dropped these into the gen- 
eral receptacle, which had an opening 
in the main corridor at least a foot in 
length and three inches wide, and led 
to a large box in the basement below 
the main floor. 
This box contained 


about a wagon-load of 
letters 
and 


packages, anil when a letter had been 
dropped in this mass it was almost 
imponslblo to find it again 


The brother was 
a 
middle-aged 


man, 
rather slow in his movements, 


and very deliberate in 
everything 


that he did. He would approach the 
general mail box, placing his cane 
under his left arm and carefully re- 
moving the glove from 
his

hand; then he would take the letters,

I there found Sheriff Clark, 
who, 
in the requisition papers, was 


instructed to render me, as agent for 
Texas, all the assistance 
which I 


needed. Accompanied by the sheriff 
and a deputy, I returned 
to Ocean 


Springs, stepping off the train at a 
station about five miles distant, be- 
cause I had been informed that No. 
1's brother-in-law visited the depot at 
Ocean Springs every night to see who 
had 
arrived. 
We three, taking a 


roundabout route, met Herbert at a 
point agreed upon, near the cottage, t 


Before leaving upon my mission I 


had instructed Herbert 
to 
go 
to 


Ocean Springs in the guise of an in- 
valid, and there to make No. 1's ac- 
quaintance. Herbert represented him- 
self as a sufferer from chronic rheu- 
matism, and soon met No. 1, who in- 
vited him fo visit the cottage and to 
take a sail on the bay in a yacht 
which he kept anchored in front of 
the property.

niarclied 
to 
the 
hotel 
at 
Ocean 


Springs, where the landlord was great- 
ly surprised to learn the true nature 
of the detective's mission. 


The prisoners were taken to Dallab, 


Texas, by a roundabout route, and so 
quietly that that city was reached be- 
fore the story .of the arrest had be- 
come public. The cause for this se- 
crecy was that Nos. 2 and 3 had been 
located in Dallas, and it was essential 
to arrest these before the story of the 
capture became known to them and 
put 
them 
on 
guard. 
Dallas was 


reached at night, and on the follow- 
ing morning Jim Arnold, the chief of 
police for that city, together with my- 
self, arrested the other two accom- 
plices. 


After his arrest No. Z was taken ill, 


and he died about a month later. 
Nos. 1 and 2 fled the country almost 
immediately they were released on 
bonds, No. 1 going to Mexico and No. 
2 to London, Ontario, Canada. When 
the cases were called for trial, there- 
fore, only No. 4, the agent, appeared, 
having remained the whole time in 
jail. The trial was accordingly post- 
poned pending the arrest of Nos. 1 
and 2, and my work had largely to 
be done over again. 


Upon receipt of instructions to this 


effect from the Missouri-Pacific rail- 
way I detailed Herbert and Bailey, 
another of my assistants, to locate 
and arrest No. 1 in Mexico, which 
they succeeded In doing after much 
hard work. 


I myself assumed the task of arrest- 


ing No. 2. I discovered his location 
in London after some effort, and vis- 
ited the place, seeing the fugitivs 
without being seen by him. No. 2 
had surrounded himself with a num- 
ber of sympathizing friends, many of 
whom were, like himself, fugitives 
frim justice, and among them he felt 
safe. 


The extradition treaty then In force 


between Great Britain and the United 
States, known as the Ashburton and 
Webster treaty, had been passed aboujt 
the middle of the century. It permit- 
ted the extradition of fugitives charg- 
ed with the following offenses: 
Mur- 


der, felonious assault with intent to 
murder, arson, rape, forgery, uttering 
of forged paper and perjury. 


After I had seen No. 2 in London, I 


telegraphed by wire code to ex-Gov. 
John C. Brown, the general solicitor 
for the Gould railroads, through Vice- 
President Hoxie, who had commiu- 
sioned me to procure the fugitive's 
arrest. 
Ex-Governor Brown had a 


national reputation as a lawyer, and, 
being convinced that No. 2 could not 
be extradited under the treaty, he 
wired back by code, instructing me 
to induce the exile to accompany me 
across the border, either into Mich)- 
gan or into New York state, where he 
could be held for extradition to Texan. 


Needless to say, this would have 


been an impossible feat, the fugitive 
being well acquainted with the man 
who had aided in his arrest. Further- 
more, I soon discovered that, if I at-j 
tempted to induce No. 2 to accom- 
pany me across the border, for the 
purpose of arresting him without legal 
authority, I would be liable to prose- 
cution for kidnaping, and might be 
sent to prison for a term of from two 
to seven years. 
Seeing the impossi- 


bility of carrying out his instructions, 
I took counsel's opinion upon the sub- 
ject from a young barrister named 
McBride. After detailing the case to 
the young man, I asked him what 
crime the men had committed under 
Canadian law. McBride at once in- 
formed me that they were all guilty 
of forgery, and of having uttered and 
published forged paper. 


"Supposing these men had fled from 


the United States and were found in 
Canada, could they be arrested and 
extradited back to the United States 
for trial?" I asked. 


"Undoubtedly, under the provisions 


of the Ashburton and Webster treaty," 
answered the other. 


"But," I said, "the judge who pre- 


sided over the criminal court at Dal- 
las, Texas, was of opinion that the 
fraudulent bills of lading signed by 
the agent were not forgeries, as the 
agent was in the employ of the com- 
pany." 


"The agent signed the bills of lad- 


ing for fraudulent purposes," answer- 
ed McBride, "and therefore his signa- 
ture was unauthorized by the com- 
pany which employed him. Under 
the Canadian law he is a forger, while 
the other conspirators would be guilty 
of uttering and publishing forged pa- 
per, 


I at once filed the necessary com- 


plaint, and procured a warrant for the 
arrest of No. 2, who was taken to 
Chatham and lodged in jail. I then 
telegraphed to ex-Governor Brown, ex- 
plaining what I had done. The latter 
wired back: 


"Why did you disobey my instruc 
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guage of! the Bible as a spoken tongue, 
a parallel strangely akin to the Gaelic 
renaissance.—New York Evening Post.

tions, when you knew that I had in- 
structed you as to what the Texas 
judge had'decided, and therefore the 
fugitive could not be extradited from 
Canada under the existing treaty nor 
in accordance with the act of con- 
gress, which provides for said treaty? 
Answer. John C. Brown." 


I replied: 
"I disregarded your instructions, 


finding them erroneous, and that you 
did not understand the law pertaining 
to this case. Have also learned that 
a Texas judge's ruling is not consid- 
ered in Canada and I find that I can 
legally extradite the fugitive 
from 


Canada under the present law." 


With a copy of the revised statutes 


of Canada in my suitcase, I at once 
returned to St. Louis, where I report- 
ed to Vice-Presldent Hoxie. "Tom, 
Governor Brown showed me a mes- 
sage which he had received from you 
yesterday. 
He appeared to be quite 


angry." 


"I am here to explain my actions 


fully," I answered, "and I wish you 
would kindly request Governor Brown 
to come to your office at his conveni- 
ence, as I think my explanation should 
be made to him in your presence, so 
that one explanation may serve for 
both. My time is limited, as I must 
go to Texas and procure certain wit- 
nesses and return with them to Chat- 
ham, 
Ontario, within two weeks, the 


time set for the hearing." 


In a short time ex-Governor Brown 


appeared, and I repeated the instruc- 
tions which I had received from him. 
I then stated that I had found it would 
be impossible to carry them out with- 
out subjecting myself to prosecution 
and a possible jail sentence, and that 
I had therefore done the next best 
thing, which was to consult a compe- 
tent attorney. 
I then produced his 


copy of the statutes, and directed the 
ex-governor's attention to the marked 
sections, which the latter carefully 
read. After he had finished his perusal 
I read the telegram which he had re- 
ceived, and my own answer. 


"Well, governor, what do you think 


of this matter?" asked 
Mr. Hoxie, 


when he had read the dispatches. 


For answer, the ex-governor walked 


round the table to where I was seat- 
ed and extended his hand, which I 
took. 


"Furlong was right all the way 


through," he said to me. 


No. 2 put up a strong fight for free- 


dom. 
The appeal upon the extradi- 


tion was argued, and the extradition 
papers 
were 
sustained. 
A higher 


court upheld, the action of the lower 
one, and the case was at once taken 
up by the privy court at 
Toronto, 


which likewise affirmed the action of 
the lower courts. 
As this was the 


highest tribunal in Canada, its decis- 
ion was final, and No. 2 was commit- 
ted for extradition. 


I 
immediately left 
Toronto 
for 


Washington and presented the neces- 
sary papers from the state of Texas 
at the department of justice there. 
They were promptly approved and 
sent to President Cleveland for signa- 
ture. President Cleveland had then 
been in office just four days, and these 
were the first papers of the kind that 
he signed. With the signature of the 
president affixed to them, I left for 
Chatham, with the purpose of bring- 
ing No. 2 back to Dallas for trial 


When the train stopped at Canan- 


daigua, New York, a messenger called 
my name at the dining room door. 
He handed me a telegram from the 
high sheriff of Chatham, which read 
as follows: 


"When my jailor went to the cell 


occupied by No. 2 at twelve o'clock 
today he found him dead. 
Had ap- 


parently been dead an hour.

of 
death 
yet 
unknown.

The autopsy showed that the man 


had killed himself 
by 
swallowing 


laudanum, but how he had obtained 
the drug was never discovered. 


Thus only two of the swindlers re- 


mained for trial, and these, rather re- 
markably, were No. 1 and No. 4, both 
of whom I had arrested at Ocean 
Springs. 


The case now came on for trial, and 


L turned the duplicate bills of lading 
over to Capt. Tom Brown of Sherman, 
Texas, who was the railroad com- 
pany's 
attorney 
in that 
district. 


These, with other documentary evi- 
dence, the captain placed in his over- 
coat pocket, and he left that, garment, 
together with his coat and hat, on a 
rack in the corridor of a hotel while 
he was eating breakfast. 
When he 


returned for his overcoat the papers 
had been stolen. In consequence of 
the loss of these documents, when the 
case was called the prosecuting attor- 
ney asked that a nolle prosequi be en- 
tered in the case, thus letting the two 
men go free. 


This was an unfortunate ending to 


so much enterprise, but no sjtigma 
ever attached itself to Captain Brown, 
who was afterward elected a judge 
of/the supreme bench of Texas. 
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The lottery tickets, which are sold 


by men and boys on the street, are 
bought outright from the government 
before being sold (o the individual 
purchasers.

1 and 2 fled the country almost 


immediately they were released on 
bonds, No. 1 go:.ngr to Mexico and No. 
2 to London, Ontario, Canada. When 
the cases were called for trial, there- 
fore, only No. 4, the agent, appeared, 
having remained the whole time in 
jail. The trial was accordingly post- 
poned pending the arrest of Nos. 1 
and 2. and my work had largely to 
be done over again. 


Upon receipt of instructions to this 


effect from the Missouri-Pacific rail- 
way I detailed Herbert and Bailey, 
another of my assistants, to lotate 
and arrest No. 1 in Mexico, which 
they succeeded in doing after much 
hard work. 


I myself assumed the task of arrest- 


ing No. 2. I discovered his loc»tiori 
in London after some effort, and visi- 
ited the place, seeing the 
fugitive 


without being seen by him. 
No. 2 


had surrounded himself with a num- 
ber of sympathizing friends, many &f 
whom were, like himself, 
fugitives 


from justice, and among them he felt 
safe. 
The extradition treaty then in force 


between Great Britain and the United 
States, known as the Ashburton and 
Webster treaty, had been passed abou.t 
the middle of the century. It permit- 
ted the extradition of fugitives charg- 
ed with the'following offenses: Mur- 
der, felonious assault with intent to 
murder, arson, rape, forgery, uttering 
of forged paper and perjury. 


After I had seen No. 2 in London, I 


telegraphed by wire code to ex-Gov. 
John C. Brown, the general solicitor 
for the Gould railroads, through Vice- 
President Hoxie, who had commiu- 
sioned me to procure the fugitive's 
arrest. 
Ex-Governor Brown had 
a 


national reputation as a lawyer, and, 
being convinced that No. 2 could not 
be extradited under the treaty, 
he 


wired back by code, instructing me 
to induce the exile to accompany me 
across the border, either into MicflJ- 
gan or into New York state, where he 
could be held for extradition to Texan. 


Needless to say, this would have 


been an impossible feat, the fugitive 
being well acquainted with the man 
who had aided in his arrest. 
Further- 


more, I soon discovered that, if I atr 
tempted to induce No. 2 to accom- 
pany me across the border, for the 
purpose of arresting him without legal 
authority, I would he liable to prose- 
cution for kidnaping, and might be 
sent to prison for a term of from two 
to seven years. Seeing the impossi- 
bility of carrying out his instructions, 
I took counsel's opinion upon the sub- 
ject from a young barrister named 
McBride. After detailing the case to 
the young man, I asked him what 
crime the men had committed under 
Canadian law. 
McBride at once in- 


formed me that they were all guilty 
of forgery, and of having uttered and 
published forged paper. 


"Supposing these men had fled from 


the United States and were found in 
Canada, could they be arrested and 
extradited back to the United States 
for trial?" I asked. 
"Undoubtedly, under the provisions 


of the Ashburton and Webster treaty," 
answered the other. 
"But," I said, "the judge who pre- 


sided over the criminal court at Dal- 
las, Texas, was of opinion that the 
fraudulent bills of lading signed by 
the agent were not forgeries, as tha 
agent was in the employ of the com- 
pany." 
"The agent signed the bills of lad- 


ing for fraudulent purposes," answer- 
ed McBride, "and therefore his signa- 
ture was unauthorized by the com- 
pany which employed him. 
Under 


the Canadian law he is a forger, while 
the other conspirators would be guilty 
of uttering and publishing forged pa- 
per." 
I at once filed the necessary com- 


plaint, and procured a warrant for the 
arrest of No. 2, who was taken to 
Chatham and lodged in jail. I then 
telegraphed to ex-Governor Brown, ex 
plaining what I had done. The latter 
wired back: 
"Why did you disobey my instruc 
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guage of the Bible as a spoken tongue, 
a parallel strangely akin to the Gaelic 
renaissance.—New York Evening Post. 


Lottery for Navy. 


Greece supports her navy in part by 


a public lottery, known as the royal 
Greek naval lottery. 
The navy re- 


ceives 70 per cent of the gains and 
the Grecian Archeologlcal society the 
remainder. In the last decade the lot- 
tery distributed $1,216,384 in -prizes, 
the navy got a. little more and the 
Archeological society $521,000. 


tJons. when you knew that I had in- 
structed you as to what the Texas 
judge had decided, and therefore the 
fugitive could not be extradited from 
Canada under the existing treaty nor 
in accordance with the act of con- 
gress, which provides for said treaty? 
Answer. John C. Brown." 


I replied: 
"I disregarded your instructions, 


finding them erroneous, and that you 
did not understand the law pertaining 
to this case. Have also learned that 
a Texas judge's ruling is not consid- 
ered in Canada and I find that I can 
legally extradite the 
fugitive 
from 


Canada under the present law." 


With a copy of the revised statutes 


of Canada in my suitcase. I at once 
returned to St. Louis, where I report- 
ed to Vice-President Hoxie. 
"Tom. 


Governor Brown showed me a mes- 
sage which be had received from you 
yesterday. 
He appeared to be quite 


angry." 
"I am here to explain my actions 


fully," I answered, "and I wish you 
would kindly request Governor Brown 
to come to your office at his conveni- 
ence, as I think my explanation should 
be made to him in your presence, so 
that one explanation may serve for 
both. My time is limited, as I must 
go to Texas and procure certain wit- 
nesses and return with them to Chat- 
ham, 
Ontario, within two weeks, the 


time set for the hearing." 


In a short time ex-Governor Brown 


appeared, and I repeated the instruc- 
tions which I had received from him. 
I then stated that I had found it would 
be impossible to carry them out with- 
out subjecting myself to prosecution 
and,a possible jail sentence, and that 
I had therefore done the next best 
thing, which was to consult a compe- 
tent attorney. 
I then produced his 


copy of the statutes, and directed the 
ex-governor's attention to the marked 
sections, which the latter carefully 
read. After he had finished his perusal 
I read the telegram which he had re- 
ceived, and my own answer. 


"Well, governor, what do you think 


of this matter?" asked 
Mr. Hoxie, 


when he had read the dispatches. 


For answer, the ex-governor walked 


round the table to where I was seat- 
ed and extended his hand, which I 
took. 
"Furlong was right all the way 


through," he said to me. 


No. 2 put up a strong fight for free- 


dom. 
The appeal upon the extradi- 


tion was argued, and the extradition 
papers 
were sustained. 
A 
higher 


court upheld, the action of the lower 
one, and the case was at once taken 
up by the privy court at Toronto, 
which likewise affirmed the action of 
the lower courts. 
As this was the 


highest tribunal in Canada, its decis- 
ion was final, and No. 2 was commit- 
ted for extradition. 


I 
immediately left 
Toronto 
for 


Washington and presented the neces- 
sary papers from the state of Texas 
at the department of justice there. 
They were promptly approved and 
sent to President Cleveland for signa- 
ture. 
President Cleveland had then 


been in office just four days, and these 
were the first papers of the kind that 
be signed. With the signature of the 
president affixed to them, I left for 
Chatham, with the purpose of bring- 
ing No. 2 back to Dallas for trial 


When the train stopped at Canan- 


daigua, New York, a messenger called 
my name at the dining room door. 
He handed me a telegram from the 
high sheriff of Chatham, which read 
as follows: 


"When my jailor went to the cell 


occupied by No. 2 at twelve o'clock 
today he found him dead.

Thus only two of the swindlers re- 


mained for trial, and these, rather re- 
markably, were No. 1 and No. 4, both 
of whom I had arrested at Ocean 
Springs. 


The case now came on for trial, and 


L turned the duplicate bills of lading 
over to Capt. Tom Brown of Shenna,n, 
Texas, who was the railroad com- 
pany's 
attorney 
in that 
district. 


These, with other documentary evi- 
dence, the captain placed In his over- 
coat pocket, and he left that, garment, 
together with his coat and hat, on a 
rack in the corridor of a hotel while 
he was eating breakfast. 
When he 


returned for his overcoat the papers 
had been stolen. In consequence of 
the loss of these documents, when the 
ease was called the prosecuting attor- 
ney asked that a nolle prosequi be en- 
tered In the case, thus letting the two 
men go free. 


This was an unfortunate ending to 


so much enterprise, but no stigma 
ever attached itself to Captain Brown, 
who was afterward elected a judge 
oti the supreme bench of Texas.

The city 
i\as not breathlessly awaiting (ho event outside, 
nor did the Liberty bell peal forth on that day 
the triumphal note of freedom. 


Tlie accredited historian of tho United States 


department of state i? Oaillard Hunt, Lltt. D., LL. 
D. now chief of the division ot manuscripts In the 
Llbiary of Concurs. 


"Thcie is really no reason for our celebrating 


the Fourth of July more than July 2 or August 2," 
Raid Poclor Hunt recently to an inquirer. "It was 
not until the latter date that the document was 
genei alb signal. 


"The Viicrnnn hill of rights, of .which George 


Mason WHS also the author, was drawn up and 
adopted HI the I ist colonial assembly in Virginia 
prior to the Revolution 
The bill of rights is In 


eflVct a part of evi ry.constitution in the land to- 
dm. It is lifwimi doubt I hat this famous docu- 
ment, oC which bus elderlv friend was author, was 
largely d i a w u upon by Thomas Jeffeison when he 
wrote the Ueelai.ition of Independence. 


"The fundamental principles of go\ernment set 


forth in Mason's bill of rights were the prime as 
tho'-e in the Lnclish petitions to the king, the acts 
of the long pailiament and magna churta. 


"You 
knmv, peiinps, that it was another Vir- 


ginian, Ruhavd Henry Lee, who presented to con- 
giess, on June 7, 1770, a set of resolutions contain- 
ing the wouls, 'That these united colonies are, and 
of right ousht to be, free and independent states, 
and that all political connection between them 
nnd the state of <jreat Britain is, and ought to be, 
totally diss-ohed.' 


"It was as a result of the iVnorahle voting upon 


Lee's resolutions that the well-known committee, 
composed of Thomas Jefferson, John Adams, Ben- 
jamin franklin, Roger Sherman and Robert R. Liv- 
ingston, was named to draft the document. The 
committee assigned the task of preparing the in- 
strument to the Viigiman. 
JefCeison's was the 


master political rnind and it was by no mere 
chince that he was called upon to write the docu- 
ment which h.ts been termed 'the best-known pa- 
per that has e\er come iiom the pen of an indi- 
vidual.' 


Drafting of the Declaration. 


"Thomas Jefferson was the personification of 


method," remarked Doctor Hunt, "and immediate- 
ly upon receuing his commission to write the 
declaration he retired to the two rooms he rented 
as a working place at Seventh and Market place, 
Phlladelohm, nnd prepared to give his country 
one of the greatest monuments of human freedom. 


"The department ot slate owns the first draft of 


the Declaration which Jefferson presented to tlie 
committee for its approval. Ills confreres made 
a few alterations, which are clearly shown in the 
text, ind Jefferson has written beside each change 
the name of its author, making the document of 
inestimable value. 


"The fair copy which he made for presentation 


to congress, and which bears the congressional 
amendments and alterations, is lost. 


"The latter is the formal Declaration of Inde- 


pendence laid before congress on June 28, 1770. 
It was then read and ordered to lie on the table 
until July 1. On July 2 a resolution was passed 
declaring the independence of the United States, 
although the exact form of the proclamation as 
prepared by Jefferson was debated upon until July 
4, when, with some alterations and amendments, it

with the secretary, Charles Thomson, alone signed 
the autograph Jefferson document on that date. 
Immediately afterward It was hurried to the offi- 
cial printer for congress, John Dunlap, to put in 
type and several copies were made.

tion of Independence were In Hancock's hands. 
When he came to write the proceedings for the 
Fourth of July, 1776, into the Journal of Con- 
gress, Charles Thomson, secretary of the congress.

broadside which now appears vvafered into the 
spare left for it in. the Journal. 


"This broadside was sent out to the governors of 


the states, to the Continental army, and it is the

see it without his spectacles. One or two of the 
signatures were not actually affixed until a Inter 
date thim August 2. 


''This Is the treasured Declaration of Independ- 


ence now m possession of the department of 
state," s.nd Doctor Hunt. "It Is kept in a hermetic- 
ally sealed case, which Is opened only by .special 
order for very especial reti.sous. It Is faded, and it 
would have been belter if this engrossed f-opy had 
been mailp on paper rather than parchment. It Is 
so faded that few of the signatures are recogniz- 
able. Nothing can now be done which will perma- 
nently benefit it.

America. 


Americans of late have done a great deal of

D., now chief of (he division of manuscripts In the 
Library of Congress. 


"There is really no reason for our celebrating 


the Fourth of July more than July 2 or August 2," 
said Doctor Hunt recently to an inquirer. "It was 
nor. 
i i n i i l the hitter date that the document was 


generally signed. 


"The Virginia hill of: rights, of which George 


Mason was also [lie author, was drawn up and 
adopted in Ihe last colonial assembly in Virginia 
prior to the Involution. Tho bill of rights is In 
effect a part of every ..'constitution in the land to- 
day. 
It Is beyond doubt 
I hat this famous docu- 


ment, of which his elderly friend was author, was 
largely drawn upon by Thomas Jefferson wiien he 
wrote the Declaration of Independence. 


"'['he fundamental principles of government set 


forlh in Mason's bill of rights were the same as 
those in the rjnglish petitions to the king, the acts 
of the long parliament and magna charta. 


"You 
know, perhaps, that it was another Vir- 


ginian, Kir-hard Henry Leei who presented to con- 
gress, on June 7, 1770, a set of resolutions contain- 
ing the words, 'That these united colonies are, and 
of right, ought to be. free and independent states, 
and (hat all political connection between them 
nnd the state of Great Britain is, and ought to be, 
totally dissolved.' 


"It was as a result of the fnvorrihle voting tipon 


Lee's resolutions that the well-known committee, 
composed of Thomas Jefferson, John Adams, Ben- 
jamin Franklin, Roger Sherman nnd liobert R. Liv- 
ingston, was named to draft the document. The 
committee assigned the task of preparing the in- 
strument to the Virginian. 
Jefferson's was the 


mnster political mind and it was by no mere 
ehnnco that he was called upon to write the docu- 
ment which has been termed 'ihe best-known pa- 
per that lias ever come from the pen of an indi- 
vidual.' 


Drafting of the Declaration. 


"Thomas Jefferson was the personification of 


method," remarked Doctor Hunt, "and immediate- 
ly upon receiving his commission to write the 
declaration he retired to the two rooms he rented 
us n worldng place at Seventh and Market place, 
Phitadelphiii, and prepared to give his country 
one of the greatest monuments of human freedom. 


"The department of state owns the first draft of 


the Declaration which Jefferson presented to the 
committee for its approval. His confreres made 
a fo\v alterations, which are clearly shown in the 
text, and Jefferson lias written beside each change 
the name of: its author, making the document of 
Inestimable value. 


"The fair copy which he made for presentation 


to congress, and which bears the congressional 
amendments and alterations, Is lost. 


"The latter is the formal Declaration of Inde- 


pendence laid -before congress on June 28, 1776. 
It was then read nnd ordered to lie on the table 
until July 1. On July 2 a resolution was passed 
declaring tho independence of the United States, 
although the exact form of the proclamation as 
prepared by Jefferson was debated upon until July 
4, when, with some alterations and amendments, it 
was signed by John Hancock, president of the 
congress, antl the signature attested by Charles 
Thomson, secretary of congress. 


"July 2 was actually the date of separation of 


the colonies from the mother country. 
On July 3 


we find John Adams, whom Jefferson called the 
'colossus of the colonies,' writing to his wife, Abi- 
gail, in the following words: 


"'-} csterday the greatest question which was 


ever debated in America was decided, and a great- 
er perhaps never was nor will be decided among 
men.' 


Great Day Was July 2. 


"In n second letter, written the same day, he 


said : 'But the day is past. July 2 will be the 
most memorable epoch in the history of America. 
I am apt to believe that' it will be celebrated by 
succeeding generations us the anniversary festival. 
It ought to be commemorated as the day of deliv- 
erance by solemn acts of devotion to God Al- 
mighty.' 
i 
"There is little doubt but that the participants 


in the event considered 'July 2 as the true date of 
Independence for the colonies, but popular fancy 
seized upon the 4th. the date of acceptance of Jef- 
ferson's formal and detailed setting-forth as the 
proper date of celebration. 


"John Trumbull's famous painting of the scene, 


hanging in the rotunda of the capitol, is a poetical 
piece of work nnd gives many of the portraits of 
the signers with faithfulness, but It is somewhat 
fanciful. No silken hangings draped the windows 
oC that stifling room on July 4, 1776, and the beau- 
tiful order in which the men are ranged up for 
signing the immortal document Is also fictional.

One hundred and forty years ago some half- 


hundred men, sent by their communities to con- 
cert measures for securing their "rights as Eng- 
lishmen," became convinced that these could not 
be obtained save by ceasing to be "British sub- 
jects" and declaring themselves "American 
citi- 


zens." 


Let us look behind the formal phrases of the 


Immortal Declaration to the faith of these men 
and of the people for whom they spoke. What 
was the faith that made vital their appeal for 
the justice of their conse and the righteousness 
of their undertaking? 


They believed in themselves; in their ability to 


do right and justice. They believed in the com- 
petence of stalwart manhood, to govern itself and 
to provide for the common welfare. 
They be- 


lieved they could make better arrangements in 
government than men had made before them. 
They believed in themselves. In their people, in 
America. 


Americans of late have done a great deal of

OF GREAT MOMENT IN HISTORY. 


The declaration of American Independence was 


of unequaled moment in history. 
As the result 


of that fact, the United States of America lias 
risen to a greatness which has changed the face 
of the world. 
In a little less than seven score 


of years it lias changed us from a nation «f peo- 
ple scattered thinly along the coast of the At- 
lantic, to n nation of over n hundred millions of 
people stretching over the whole continent from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, nnd even into the 
lands beyond the'seas. Moreover, in wealth and 
in material energy, as in numbers, it now far sur- 
passes the mother country from which It sprang. 


TRIBUTE TO THE DECLARATION. 


The historian Buckle was cordial ami sweeping 


in his praise of the Declaration. He said amon 
other things: "That noble Declaration ought to 
be hung up in the nursery of every king and 
blazoned on the porrh of every royal palace." 


If such were the brilliant historian's idea. It 


was as Professor Tyler remarked, "because the 
Declaration has become the classic statement of 
political truths which must at last abolish kings 
altogether or else teach them to identify their ex- 
istence with the dignity and happiness of human 
nature."
